Tile Prime Minister’s language be­ 
fore the Security Council was pretty 
iron*, and possibly somewhat rh e­ 
torical. but there can be no question 
about Egyptian resentment against 
the exercise of British influence in 
Egypt and the Sudan. This feeling 
has produced bloodshed In the past, 
as Nokrashy Pasha points out, and 
what has happened once can happen 
again. In any event, a quarrel whose 
focal point is a Moslem nation which 
is surrounded by sympathetic coun­ 
tries of the same faith, isn't conduc­ 
ive to good health. 
The bitterness of the Egyptians 
against Ute British runs back lor 
many decades of English domination. 
The hostility was particularly strong 
at the time of the first World War 
when the British established a pro­ 
tectorate over Egypt and appointed 
Prince Hussein Kamil as Sultan. 
The Prince was an angry and un­ 
willing figure-head but accepted be­ 
cause he hoped he might ho some­ 
thing for his people. 
The Egyptian court was so anti- 
British th at no official would speak 
any English, although many knew 
the language. French was the of­ 
ficial language apart from Egyptian 
Tile aristocracy of the country was 
educated in France rallier than 
England,* 
This anti-British feeling has per­ 
sisted to greater or less degree. Just 
now it is greater, as Cairo presses its 
ciauns to Hie whole Nile valley, in 
eluding the Sudan.
